What's the matter with America? 

Evidently, there is something wrong with it. Quite a few 
Americans—not to mention a lot of sharp-tongued neighbors 
—have been complaining lately about our manners, our mor- 
als and our values. Or the lack of them. 

Here is the first witness, René MacColl, homeward-bound 
U.S. correspondent of the London Daily Express. He deposes 
and says: “Home soon! I am hopping away from this great, 
swarming ant heap of a country. Away from the jumbo swirl 
of riches and plenty and dragon-huge, Taj-Mahal-conspicuous 
motorcars. .. . Away from . . . trigger-happy cops, millions 
of ‘tranquilizer’ pills, psychiatry run riot . . . heaped up 
and overflowing and TV'd and air-conditioned and superau- 
tomobiled and stylized and remote-controlled and five-w: 
stretched. . He also says he’s fed up with “bezaz.”” 
he explains is American argot for "bang on.” (Editor's note: 
We always thought it was spelled “pizazz.”) 

Now comes Peregrine Worsthorne, once London Times cor- 
respondent in Washington, who says: “The Eisenhower ad- 
ministration ,. . has managed to reduce Washingte 
last four years ‘bps . one of the most Philistine ci 
Western world. . . .

Also comes John Keats (American, living, not to be con- 
fused with) whose Crack in the Picture Window asseverat 
“More insidious and far more dangerous than any 
fluence is the housing development’s destruction 
uality. . . . Poll-takers feel the mass pulse, merchants angle 
for mass markets, products are mass-produced, schools offer 
mass education, our communications are mass media and 
we're constantly being badgered to look around us and make 
sure we're doing and saying and thinking what the mass of our 
neighbors will accept. The closer we huddle together, the 
greater this pressure for conformity becomes . . . breeding 
swarms of neuter drones.”

People are getting ruder. Service of all kinds is deteriorating.

AMERICA—THE BEAUTIFUL? 


in the current Twentieth Century: “There is an American 
revolt against Americans. . . .” 

Well, that’s a refreshing thing to hear. Up to now we have 
heard nothing but charges of conformity. Some of our recent 
books have been scaring the pizazz out of us with the notion 
of a Lonely Crowd in which “other-directed, radar-attuned” 
Americans wander voiceless and intimidated, bossed by a 
Power Elite (themselves afflicted with an Executive Neurosis 
and harried by conformist Executive Wives), flim-flammed 
by Hidden Persuaders and emasculated into a neuter drone 
called the Organization Man. 

Undoubtedly a revolt is needed. It is a healthy sign that 
a few Americans are complaining, demanding bigger and bet- 
ter houses, developing higher standards of taste whiclymake 
them question the “jukebox baroque” of their row-houses, 
the pistachio, puce and anodized-gold color combos of their 
three-toned cars (with nonfunctional airplane fins and “‘sim- 
ulated knockoff hubcaps”). 

No doubt America’s bloodless revolution, creating almost 
overnight the most abundant and most truly classless socie- 
ty in history, has also created quite a bit of chaos, anxiety 
and uncertainty—the vacuum any huge and powerful mo 
ment leaves in its wake. And it has created new dissatis- 
factions which this new thing under the sun, a distributive 
economy, must now meet and satisfy, If men suddenly grown 
prosperous discover that material abundance does not nec- 
essarily bring spiritual peace, there is nothing new about that 
discovery—except that now for the first time a whole nation 
is able to make it. At least Americans, admittedly sobered by 
the discovery, are going to church in growing numbers. 

Among our British critics, Peregrine Worsthorne has been 
discerning as to the cause of America’s unease. He per- 
ceives that in the past 17 years Americans have been so much 
on the go as to lose their traditional roots, while at the same 
time they have been moving upward in status and income to 
perquisites their parents could not have dared hope for. He 
ees, rightly, that this tremendous diffusion of wealth—once 
imited to the socially elect, the industrial overlord, and the 
politically powerful—has also diffused power until there is a 
vacuum of leadership, in matters of taste as in national affairs. 
He sees that these suddenly well-to-do masses are as apolitical 
as they are culturally naive. All this could be true enough. 


But the important thing is, these people are now seeking 
culture. They who have more leisure—and increasing leisure 
—than any other people ever possessed are increasingly de- 
voting it to good music, literature, the arts, to all the cul- 
tural pursuits which in all previous ages were the privilege 
of a very few. The number of symphony orchestras has risen 
tenfold in 30 years, classical records are mushrooming, paper- 
back publishers are bringing out the classics, more and more 
people are studying music, taking up painting. Americans are 
expressing a thirst for beauty (the whole town of Neosho, 
Mo. planted flowers and the idea spread to many others), more 
companies are putting up buildings of pleasing design, more 
cities are rebuilding the rotting slums at their core.

Haiti's army gets embroiled in the nation’s bitter political tangle

A SCIENTIFIC RACE AGAINST TIME 
TO LAUNCH THE FIRST MAN-MADE MOON 


One of the boldest scientific projects ever concocted, the U.S. scheme 
for a man-made moon (see cover), was racing furiously and purposefully 
ahead in an almost desperate attempt to meet its deadline. To hurl one 
or more silvery, instrumentladen satellites into a 300-mile-high orbit 
around the earth where it can send back data about the rarefied edges 
of outer space, Project Vanguard had for 22 months drawn on the most ad- 
vanced technological resources of the nation. Now it was entering the 
critical phase of its schedule. To best use the satellite as a tool for dis- 
covery, it must be launched during the International Geophysical Year 
which starts on July 1 and runs for 18 months. Vanguard officials had 
privately hoped for a 1957 launching. This, they recently revealed, is 
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now impossible. But they still believe the event can take place in 1958, 

The satellite is only 20 inches in diameter, but launching it takes this 
long because scores of actual inventions and brand-new techniques are 
first needed. Vanguard has already cost $57 million. Hundreds of private 
companies and the nation’s scientists are involved in crash programs to 
perfect the satellite, build equipment to track it and a giant rocket to 
take it up. It took 12 months just to build one of the rocket’s colossal 
new engines, and an equal time to develop a “brain package” to direct 
the rocket (pp. 50, 51). Even now, nobody can guarantee Vanguard will 
succeed. But if the rocket does launch its moon in space, it will mark 
p in breaking the bonds that chain him to his native planet.

who gets $260,000 for running the General Elec- 
tric Company. For preparing his recent, forward- 
looking survey on military compensation for the 
Defense Department, however, Mr. Cordiner got 
not a cent—not even carfare. 

To achieve ‘‘this much fun,” Mr. Cordiner, a 
calm, stern-eyed man, sleeps five hours a day 
and, at 57, thrives on it. He represents a new 
breed of executive who believes the day has passed 
when a single, swashbuckling genius can run a 
whole industry from his hat. An expert in man- 
agement, he has decentralized G.E. to the point 


where every key executive down to plant manag- 
er now has complete authority to run his own 
show—as long as he lives up to a preset profit 
level. ‘‘It’s one way of giving back dignity to the 
individual,” says Cordiner, ‘tand it works. In 
three years only one operational problem has been 
brought to me for adjudication.” Cordiner’s pol- 
icy has paid off in other respects. In the six years 
since he took the presidency, his giant corpora- 
tion has doubled its sales volume and he just an- 
nounced a 16% first-quarter jump in profits over 
1956. “But my effectiveness won’t be judged for 
10 or 15 years,” says Cordiner. “And by then, 
I'll be doing something else. like raising cattle.”

TALE OF BUNGLING TRIO WHO STOLE $188,784 SHOWS HOW AMATEURS 


most exacting of all crimes, to be attempted only by fiendishly 
clever operators like Willie Sutton or hardened, desperate thugs like 
the gang that pulled the Brinks job, the field has recently become 
overrun by slaphappy amateurs. Many of the amateurs are so bum- 
bling and lackadaisical that they would seem more at home in a Damon 
Runyon story than in a bank holding a gun. But their distressingly 
successful efforts have helped produce an alarming increase in major 
and minor U.S. bank holdups over the past 10 years. Only in recent 
months has the FBI been able to halt the steady rise in robberies. 
Most of the amateurs have been incredibly lucky. Last October a 
man carrying a shotgun wrapped in a blanket held up a residential 
bank in Baltimore, Md. Although he dropped the gun at one point and 
all five tellers set off alarms, he escaped with $4,905. After banging 
his car into another near the bank he set off on foot and has not 
been seen since. Last February a bank in Gilroy, Calif. was robbed of 
$5,093 by what later turned out to be a local businessman whose girl 
friend had shortly beforehand put in a phony telephone call to the 
police sending them to the other side of town. Only six weeks ago a 
bank in Fairview, Ill. was held up by a young couple whose “bills 
were piling up” and who had left their three children with a baby 
sitter before driving to the bank. The husband walked into the bank 
at 12:30 p.m., pointed a revolver at the cashier and said, “Give me 
all your cash.” Then he ran out with $3,000 and was driven off by 
his wife. Less than an hour later they were picked up. 
For sheer, outrageous success in the face of fantastic ineptitude, 
however, no robbery could possibly equal the one brought off by the 


Aree bank robbing has traditionally been regarded as the

three men who last year held up a drive-in bank in Port Chester, N.Y. 
The story which can now be put together of their exploits is worth 
telling because it shows how, like so many other amateurs, they re+ 
ceived the unstinted, though unknowing, cooperation of the police, 
the bank’s employes and local residents. 

The Port Chester affair was one of the biggest bank robberies in 
US. history. It took the bandits 10 hours to loot the little bank, 
They were such bungling amateurs that it was a wonder they escaped 
with one dollar, let alone an astonishing $188,784.51. Their planning 
was horribly haphazard. Their conduct was totally disorganized, Their 
names were Artie, Angie and Frankie. 

Arthur Paisner, through circumstances mostly beyond his control, 
played the most prominent role. He is a short, balding, roly-poly in- 
dividual who exudes good humor. From World War II until shortly 
before he became a bank robber, he had been a law-abiding topflight 
mechanic in a big garage in New Rochelle, N.Y., 10 miles down U.S. 
Route No. 1 from Port Chester. The men who still work there recall 
him as a jovial, generous-natured fellow who loved to make friends. 

Artie’s private life was exemplary. He lived at home with his wid- 
owed mother but spent most of his time romancing a neighborhood 
girl who, in this account, shall be called Ida. He indulged a love of 
animals by bringing home stray cats, giving puppies to his friends 
and owning a cocker spaniel. Also, as he has since said, “I was inter- 
ested in a particular end of horses—the betting end.” 

When a huge trotting track opened in nearby Yonkers, N.Y., Artie 
began to spend his evenings “at the trots.” He began to bet heavily 
and lose the same way. Presently he left the big garage to. open his

own gas station a few miles away in Larchmont. The new enterprise 
quickly reflected the personality and interests of its proprietor. Pup- 
pies tusseled in the window. A radio blared track results, The station 
became a hangout for local bookmakers and followers of the races. 
Soon Artie had two new friends. 

One was Angelo P. John, a tall, thin, darkly handsome individual 
who had suffered a setback in his effort to become a race horse trainer 
when he flunked the written examination for trainer in New York 
State. While waiting to take the test again Angie was making a living 
dispensing sandwiches and coffee to workers at construction projects 
from the back of a station wagon, He was a rather moody individual 
whose manner ranged from petulance to gloomy silence. 


A stocky friend with a bankroll 


HE other new friend usually put in an appearance behind the 

wheel of a long, sleek convertible. His name was Rocco Frank 
‘Tateo. His stocky build was draped in sharply tailored suits. He 
combed his long brown locks with care, wore tinted sunglasses and 
flashed a bulging bankroll. 

Frankie's place of business was a bedraggled yellow taxi in which 
he transported horseplayers to the race track. While a fee was charged 
for this service, Frankie's main interest was accepting wagers on the 
horses from the ride! 

This practice is against the law but Frankie's disregard for legal 
authority was well established, During World War II he had been first 
a draft dodger and then a deserter from the Navy. Later he had

received a suspended sentence for lifting jewelry from a parcel truck. 
He affected a swaggering manner and liked to be called “Rockie.” Be- 
cause of his taste for convertibles, he more often was referred to as 
“Frankie the Convertible Driver” or simp. Frankie Convertible. 

The distractions represented by his new friends soon brought trou- 
ble to Artie—and irritated Ida. The gas station failed, Artie put 
money in Angie’s sandwich business and that failed too. The autumn 
4 found both facing a finance At this point Artie and 
Angie became part of the amateur crime wave. 

Shortly before 8 a.m. on Sept. 24, two bandits held up a small 
drive-in branch of the County Trust Company in Mount Vernon, a 
few miles from New Rochelle. They tied up four bank employes and 
spent half an hour in the bank before escaping with $97,000. They 
left no clues save a vivid impression on the bank employes of the 
amiable, relaxed manner of the short, rotund bandit who held the 
gun—"He acted as if he owned the bank and was very friendly”— 
and the brow-mopping nervousness of his stringbean partner. The 
police were utterly baffled. 

The bandits were Artie and Angie. They promptly used their pro- 
ceeds to become owners of a racing stable. With $7,000 in crisp 
bills they purchased a hapless gelding named Battleover, whose grand- 
father was Man o° War, and shipped him to Florida for the winter 
racing season. Angie, having meanwhile passed the examination, be- 
came his trainer. Artie circulated amiably about the paddocks, pat- 
ting the horses with the air of a man whose dream had come true. 

In the first race in which he was entered Battleover threw his 
jockey. Then he went lame for several weeks. The new partners

An astonishing drain on the pocketbook 


NAWARE of this near treachery, Artie and Angie continued 
their efforts to make a profit out of the sport of kings. They 
discovered that a stable of thoroughbreds, running or standing, 
represents an astonishing drain on the pocketbook, By the time 
winter was over and the horse vans rumbled north with the spring, 
feed bills, track fees, veterinarians, jockeys, exercise boys and 
“cooling off” boys had consumed most of the Mount Vernon mon- 
ey. Battleover, along with other horses in the stable, had not won 
a single race, and if he was sorry he was not showing any signs of 
it. He was developing a bad temper and several times managed to 
plant his heels solidly in the seat of Artie’s pants. 

In New England that summer their funds ran low. Artie was kept 
busy rushing from the winning ticket window to Western Union 
offices to wire money back to White Plains to cover checks he was 
iting.

The FBI men thus knew immediately that the money was not 
in Artie’s apartment, but with characteristic nosiness they went 
over and rummaged around anyway. One agent looked in the back 
of a bureau and discovered an old bill from a garage on Tremont 
Avenue in the Bronx. The government men went to the garage 
found Artie’s car, opened the trunk and found themselves staring 
at a sea of banknotes. 

Artie confessed. Angie and Frankie were arrested and all but 

2,500 of the bank money recovered. Ida was completely cleared; 
“BI accepted her declaration that if she had ever known what 
up to she would have “crowned him, but good.” 

Although he had been briefly one of the most spectacularly 
successful bank robbers in American history, Artie remained an 
unaffected, friendly fellow. At the conclusion of their trial the 
judge sentenced Ai and Frankie, who had been sullenly un- 
cooperative throughout the trial, tc years and ars re- 
spectively. To Artie, who had cooperated amicably with the prose- 
cution, he gave only 18 years and this comment: “I have a feeling, 
deep inside of me, Paisner, that somehow or other you are going 
to keep out of trouble from now on.
